STEEL MEN PROGRESS 


Initial Steps Taken In . 


Toward Price Redaction. 


By Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, March 20.— Initial 


steps toward bringing about a reduc- 
tion of prices and stabilization of the 
basis commodities were taken yester- 
day at a conference of representatives 
of the steel industry with the Depart- 
ment of Commerce's recently organ- 
ized industrial board. The steel men, 
headed by E. H. Gary, chairman of 
the. American Iron and Steel Insti- 
tute, met with the board and later held 
a separate conference. Another meet- 
ing with the board -will be held today. 


The attitude o£ the steel manufac- 


turers toward the board's proposals 
was not announced. Tie board, how- 
ever, in a .statement issued after tie 
joint conference said that while "an 
actual decision on a lower scale of 
prices" had not been reached "satis- 
factory progress has meen made." 


Chairman Peck, of the board, was 


quoted as saying the steel men had 
showed an entire willingness "to '.co- 
operate in making effective any pro- 
gram that will hasten the return to 
normal conditions."
